Miss Charlotte Simons, youth- 
ful soprano from Chicago, was the 
assisting soloist for the fifth and 
last concert of the orchestra's sea- 
son. Mme. Sembrich's scholar- 
ship pupil of the Curtis Institute 
of Music charmed the large and 
appreciative audience with her 
self-possession, her artistic inter- 
pretation, and her well-rounded 
evenness of tone. Admirers pre- 
sented her with bouquets during 
one part of the program. 

MacDowell's "From an Indian 
Lodge," was again on the program 
and was followed by the march 
from "Tannhauser." A valse 
lente and a pizzicato polka from 
Delibes' "Sylvia" featured accu- 
rate playing by the orchestra and 
reflected the good training of Mr. 
Vogel. 

Charlotte Simons Pleases. 

Miss Simons sang the brilliant 
coloratura aria, "Caro Nome," 
from •'Rigoletto," with an even- 
ness and maturity of tone that fal- 
tered only at one difficult high 
note. Sung with orchestral ac- 
companiment, the aria was beauti- 
fully done, in a lilting, sprightly 
interpretation that defied criticism. 

"VTens Aurore," by an unknown 
composer, was even more pleas- 
in dramatic instinct. Kramer's

Borough Forces Trying Not to Dis- 
turb Buisness Section. 
Work was begun this week on 
the laying of a 24-inch drain pipe 
in the bed of Haverford avenue 
from Essex to Narberth avenues. 
Excavation was begun west of the 
former intersection, and is being 
pushed eastward. The pipe is be- 
ing installed on the south side of 
of the street. 

Street Commissioner George B. 
Suplee expects to have the block 
from Essex to Forest avenue fin- 
ished early next week. While that 
section is torn up busses are being 
re-routed on the eastbound run so 
that they turn in on Windsor ave- 
nue, running to Haverford avenue 
on Forest. The stop is made oppo- 
site the Y. M. C. A. Building on 
Forset avenue. 

A further change in the route 
will be made when the excavation 
passes Forest avenue. At the Nar- 
berth avenue intersection four in- 
lets will be placed. Lower Merion 
has been recpiested to install the 
one at the Merion Title corner. 

These inlets will take the water 
which drains from Narberth and 
Haverford avenues. In heavy 
storms the flow causes a lake at 
that corner and a torrent down 
Haverford avenue which frequent- 
ly backs up into the stores. When 
the pipe is finished the inlet on the 
northwest corner of Haverford 
and Forest avenues will be opened 
to take off still more of the sur- 
face flow.

Mr. Wilson opened his talk 
with the old proverb "Train up a 
child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old he will not depart 
from it."

The first six years of a child's 
life are the crucial ones, he said. 
Many of his good and bad habits 
are formed then. It is natural for 
the child to think only of himself, 
but with his wonderful capacity to 
learn, he must be taught to ad- 
just himself to his environment 
and to consider the will and pleas- 
ure of his associates. 

Conscience is due to early train- 
ing. The child who while young is 
taught the rudiments of morality 
and respect will always remember 
them through life.

The days of William Penn were 
recalled Tuesday evening at the 
firit Family Night of the Bala- 
Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club. 
Frederick A. Godcharles, State 
Librarian, was the speaker, and 
chose the history of local Indian 
tribes as his subject. 

I The Main Line in those days, 
he said, was in the territory of the 
Lenni Lenapes, members of the 
Delaware tribe of the Algonquin 
Indian nation, the largest and most 
powerful in the country. Penn 
purchased his land from these 
natives and from the Unami tribe, 
adjacent to the Lenni Lenapes 
on the north. 

The first tribe noted by Penn 
on his arrival were the Susqu- 
hannocks, of giant stature. The 
chief, Tammany, with whom Penn 
dealt, earned great renown among 
the colonists. His name formed 
the basis for that of a Philadelphia 
Club and later for Tammany Hall, 
famous center of Gotham Demo- 
crat politics. 

The "square deal" policy pur- 
sued by William Penn in dealing 
with the redskins was contrasted 
by the spaker to that of his suc- 
cessors, who resorted to shady 
dealings, such as the Walking 
Purchase, to obtain land. This 
treatment eventually turned the 
peaceful Algonquins into enemies 
of the pioneers and beginning with 
the defeat of Braddock a long se- 
ries of massacres blotted the early 
history of the State.

A group of specialists, working

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THE BEETLE QUARANTINE 



The Japanese beetle quarantine 
area has been increased 7872 
square miles this year, according 
to the United States Department 
of Agriculture station at Riverton, 

N.J. 

The regulated area has been en- 
larged northward and westward, 
and now totals 13,919 square 
miles. Last year the quarantine 
area was 6047 square miles. The 
regulated zone has been extended 
each year since the Japanese bee- 
tle was discovered near Riverton 
in 1916, but the increase this year 
is the largest ever made in one 
year. 

The quarantined area now in- 
cludes all of New Jersey; the en- 
tire southeastern corner of Penn- 
sylvania from Harrisburg to 
Philadelphia; the five counties of 
New York City; Nassau county 
on Long Island; part of West- 
chester county, New York, and 
Greenwich and Stamford, in Con- 
necticut. 

The Department of Agriculture 
regulations provide for the in- 
spection of products to be shipped 
and the issuance of certificates, 
free of charge, for their shipment, 
unless the product in question is 
barred from shipment from with- 
in the quarantined area to points 
outside. These regulations pro- 
vide certain exceptions, as fol- 
lows: 

"Farm products: The move- 
ment of farm products, including 
all vegetables, fruits, cut flowers, 
and grain and forage crops, irre- 
spective of origin, from points 
within the regulated area to 
points outside thereof is prohib- 
ited between June 1 and October 
15, inclusive. 

"Exceptions : No restrictions 
are placed on the movement of 
Irish potatoes and sweet potatoes 
when free from soil; watermel- 
ons, dehydrated products; seeds; 
grains, and, when used for pack- 
ing articles other than fruit or 
vegetables, hay and straw. 

"Farm products and cut flowers 
which have been satisfactorily 
handled or treated in a manner to 
free them from infestation, may 
be certified at designated inspec- 
tion points for shipment from the 
regulated area. 

"Cut flowers and farm pro- 
ducts, other than beans in the pod 
and green sweet or sugar corn, 
may be shipped without certifica- 
tion to points outside the regula- 
ted area from the markets of New 
York City when their routing is 
such that shipment will not pass 
through New Jersey. 

"Farm products originating 
outside the regulated area may be 
certified at freight yards or docks 
within the area for direct reship- 
ment. 

"Farm products and cut flowers 
grown in uninfested portions of 
the regulated area may be certi- 
fied without inspection. 

"During periods of general or 
unusual beetle flight, certification 
may be refused for the movement 
•of any farm products from the 
freight yards, docks, or markets 
within the area. . .- ■ 

"Farm products . " passing 
through the regulated area must 
be protected from infestation dur- 
ing such movement. 

"Products requiring certifica- 
tion throughout the year are 
nursery and ornamental stock, 
sand, soil, earth, peat, compost 
and manure."

Railroad Consolidation. 
' During the last clays of Congress 
a bill was introduced as agreed 
upon by the committee on interstate 
commerce to promote consolida- 
tions of railroads. 

The old idea of railroad regula- 
tion was that the roads must be 
kept fighing their competitors, with 
the hope that they would thereby 
be incited to make the lowest pos- 
sible rates. But this produced a lot 
of duplicating and unnecessary 
services, and thus increased the cost 
to the public. The prevailing idea 
now is to gradually merge the rail- 
roads into a limited number of 
strong systems. The managements 
must remember that they are given 
exceptional privileges, for which the 
public expects a return in the form 
of economical service.

GROUND BROKEN FOR NEW HOSPITAL 

GROUP TO BE BUJLT AT BRYN MAWR 



Plans for Establishing of Isolation Department for Com- 
municable Diseases May Be Carried Out — Danger of 
Contagion Will Be Lessened 



Ground was broken for the new 
$1,300,000 addition to the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital Thursday morning 
by Mrs. James D. Winsor, of Hav- 
erford. Samuel M. Vauclain, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, in a 
short address, spoke of the work of 
the hospital and its place in the com- 
munity. Mrs. Winsor has been a 
member of the board of lady man- 
agers of the hospital since its foxm- 
tion in 1893, and has served as pres- 
ident of the board for twenty-five 
years. Mrs. Samuel C. Dixon, the 
present president of the board, also 
assisted in the ceremonies. 

The turning of the first spadeful 
of early Thursday morning marks 
the culmination of many years 
standing of the plans of those in- 
terested in the affairs of the institu- 
tion. In May of last year a drive 
was conducted to raise $1,000,000 
for a completely equipped addition 
to the present buildings, and was 
oversubscribed by more than $300,- 
000. This additional sum has per- 
mitted some alterations in the orig- 
inal plans and the enlargement of 
the buildings. 

The trustees of the Bryn Mawr 
Hospital wish to establish an Isola- 
tion Department for patients with 
communicable diseases. 

"The need of such a department 
at the Bryn Mawr Hospital, which 
serves the whole Main Line and its 
adjacent territory," said Samuel 
Rea, chairman of the campaign, "is 
evidenced by the fact that in one 
week thirty-four new cases of com- 
municable diseases were reported by 
the health officer of one township 
alone, making a total of seventy-five 
then under quarantine." 

Mr. Rea added that such an Iso- 
lation Department as is contemplated 
by the Board ofTrustees of the hos- 
pital would minimize to a great ex- 
tent the danger of contagion to such 
epidemics. 

Four Operating Rooms. 

With an imposing main building, 
and an extension building, the en- 
larged Bryn Mawr Hospital will be 
one of the handsomest buildings in 
this vicinity. Besides a number of 
both private and semi-private rooms 
the Main Building will have large 
and airy wards, waiting rooms and 
a spacious roof garden. The ad- 
ministration offices of the hospital 
will be on the main floor. 

The Extension Building will con- 
tain two bed wards and certain of 
the laboratories. On the top floor 
will be four operating rooms, one 
exclusively for eye, ear, nose and 
throat cases. Complete laboratory 
and diagnostic facilities will be in- 
cluded in the new hospital buildings. 
Among these will be the electro- 
cardiograph, a comparatively recent 
development in medical science. This 
instrument records photographically 
whether or not the heart is func- 
tioning properly. It measures the 
beats of the human heart down to 
one-twenty-fifth of a second. 



A University of the Air. 

The possibilities of radio broad- 
casting as an educational force have 
been set forth in addresses deliv- 
ered hy M. H. Aylesworth, presi- 
dent of the National Broadcasting 
Company. He remarked on how 
broadcasting has thrown the doors 
of culture open to all. 

Il ■seems highly probable that 
within a short time many courses 
in general culture, following some- 
what the lines of college. education, 
will be offered to all the people. It 
will then become possible for the 
folks who have been denied all 
chance at the higher education to 
make np for these lacks and to 
come easily in touch with the finest 
knowledge of the time.

AN ORDINANCE

that her child had fallen into the 
pool, was rendered ill from shock 
while the sticky bottom of the ex- 
cavation was searched for a pos- 
sible corpse. The youngster later 
turned up unharmed at the home 
of a neighbor. 

Captain Smith reported that 
his department could do nothing 
as the pool was on private prop- 
erty and the children, despite the 
danger, were technically trespass- 
ing. On Tuesday, at the request 
of borough officials, the inn man- 
agement had the pool pumped out 
and a fence erected. 

The cief told Councilmen that 
the traffic light at Narberth and 
Montgomery avenues was sup- 
posed to be in operation from S to 
10 A. M. and from 3 to 7.30 P. M. 
Hearing that this schedule was 
not adhered to, he promised an in- 
vestigation. 

A request that the borough en- 
act a closing law was made by 
Captain Smith. He pointed out 
that a great deal of drinking and 
rowdyism would be averted if 
pool rooms, inns, etc., were com- 
pelled to close at midnight. He re- 
ported that an inn on Montgom- 
ery pike, Narberth, had been no- 
ticed by him as doing business at 
2.45 in the morning. 

Daniel Leitch was in the chair 
in the absence of the president, 
E. C. Griswold. Robert F. Wood, 
on a business trip, was also ab- 
sent. 

Much of the business of the 
meeting was contained in the re- 
ports of the Highway Committee 
and the Borough Property Com- 
mittee, which follows : 

Report of Highway Committee. 
During the past month the street 
commissioner, acting under instruc- 
tions of his committee, has made a 
canvass of the borough to ascertain 
those sidewalks, curbs and driveways 
which are in need of repairs, and early 
next week orders requiring individual 
property owners to make such repairs 
in conformity to the specifications of 
the borough for such work will be 
mailed with copies of the ordinance re- 
lating thereto to 10:> different property 
owners. 

Material has been ordered for the 
surface water drain on Haverford ave- 
nue and it is the intention of the High- 
way Department to start that work 
next Monday, if the. material arrives 
and if the weather permits. This work 
will be done by borough labor under 
the direction of the street commis- 
sioner and it is our estimate that it will 
require about three weeks. It will be 
laid in sections so as to cause the least 
possible interference with traffic and 
normal activities in the business sec- 
tion. 

We are glad to be able to report that 
the . Pennsylvania Railroad gave 
prompt attention to the notification 
that this committee sent to them, at 
the suggestion of Council, on April 
12, regarding the need of repairs to 
the footway on the Narberth avenue 
bridge. Those repairs were made by 
the railroad during the past week and 
the approach to the southern end of 
the footway was changed by the rail- 
road so that pedestrian traffic will no 
longer be deflected into the roadway. 
The winter schedule of ash and rub- 
bish collections was concluded with 
the Clean-up Week collections during 
the first week in May. Ash collec- 
tions will be made during the first 
week of each month only during the 
summer. 

During the past month, in addition 
to normal ash collections, we cleaned 
the streets, repaired several streets with 
Buckite, spread some of the dirt which 
had been piled on the old ball field and 
rebuilt the new baseball diamond on 
the playground. 

Ash collections during the month of 
April totaled 839 cubic yards, for which 
the labor cost amounted to $704.52. ■ 
Other labor expense items during the 
month were as follows: 

Street cleaning, $102.20; street main- 
tenance, $117.42; playground, $24.12: 
baseball diamond, $78.84: community 
building, $13.08; rent of roller, $31.10. 
The total labor expenditures during 
the month of April were $1072. In ad- 
dition $232.72 was spent for street 
maintenance material. 

During the month of April 11 per- 
mits were issued for depositing mate- 
rial on the highways and the' money 
derived therefrom amounted to $34. 
During the same month five permits 
were issued for opening the highways 
and the money derived therefrom 
amounted to $122.50. ,. 

Report of Property Committee. 

Twice during the past month boys 
playing ball on. the eastern end of the 
playground have broken windows in 
the Community building. This is the 
same experience which we had last 
year in connection with the borough 
storage building windows which when 
screened relieved the trouble. We, 
therefore, recommend that protective 
screens be applied to the south win- 
dows of the American Legion and Girl 
Scout . sections of the Community 
building at a total cost of not more 
than $50. 

The Recreation Board has referred 
to Council through this committee the 
request of the Narberth baseball team 
that an appropriation of public funds 
should be made to assist in the erec- 
tion of a permanent covered grand- 
stand, with a seating capacity of about 
350, at the western end of the play- 
ground. It is the opinion of your 
committee that such a grandstand, if 
erected, would be frequently used by 
many different . elements of the com- 
munity in addition to the spectators at 
the baseball games and that such a 
grandstand is a proper and legitimate 



piece of community equipment for 
which some expenditure of public 
money is justified. It is also our opin- 
ion, however, that because any such 
piece of recreational equipment has as 
much value for the school children of 
the borough as for the adults, that any 
appropriation of public funds for that 
purpose should be divided between the 
School Board and the Borough Coun- 
cil. 

We, therefore, recommend that an 
appropriation of not more than $500 
be made toward defraying the expenses 
of erecting a permanent grandstand on 
the playground with the understanding 
that an earnest effort will be made to 
secure the consent of the School Board 
to participate in that public appropri- 
ation, and with the further understand- 
ing that all necessary funds in excess 
of the $500 public appropriation, no 
matter how the public appropriation 
may be divided between Council and 
the School Board, shall be derived 
from private sources. It is our further 
recommendation in this connection that 
the erection of the grandstand itself 
shall be subject in all respects to the 
building ordinances of the borough.

New Book at Library Which All Dis- 
criminating Readers Will Enjoy. 
So many books are now being added 
to the Community Library shelves each 
month that it is impossible usually to 
make more than a bulletin announce- 
ment of their availability there. In the 
case of all books by established writers 
and all that attract national attention 
in the newspapers and magazines, a 
bulletin is all that is necessary to cause 
the library patrons to seek them out. 
They recognize the title and the author 
as soon as they read it in this column. 
"Rough Justice," by C. E. Mon- 
tague, is an exception, for it is a re- 
markably fine book by an unusually 
accomplished author which, though 
published last fall, failed to attract wide 
popular attention, and that is a reason 
why the library did not buy it earlier. 
In order to make amends for that 
omission, it is in order to tell people 
about it now that it is available at the 
library. 

It is the story of a boy and a girl 
who were born in England in the nine- 
ties; of their childhood and youth amid 
standards and values which seem to 
have departed from the world in the 
welter of the war through which they 
both lived and served and from which 
they emerged changed, of course, but 
still true to the standards to which 
they had been trained. If it has any 
moral at all, and probably Mr. Mon- 
tague would disclaim any such intent, 
it is an assertion that the standards of 
"fight living, of honor, of service and 
of decency which the race had rather 
laboriously and indifferently built up 
before the war, are still worth holding 
to and living by until there has been 
time to work out a code that is ob- 
viously better. 

It is not a dull book of social man- 
ners and customs; there is no satire 
nor propaganda in it. It creates a 
group of unusually likeable people 
with whom the reader is glad to asso- 
ciate as human beings rather than as 
types of possible human conduct 
squirming out their biological antics 
under the microscope which the pro- 
tagonistic author claps to the reader's 
eye. They are real; they are loveable; 
they eat, drink, play, quarrel; most of 
them go to the war where some are 
unconscious heroes, undecorated and 
unsung; some are cowardly and some 
are vain popinjays, and finally some 
of them mate and there the book ends, 
as all good books used to do, letting 
it be assumed that they lived happily 
ever after. As stories go, "Rough 
Justice" is highly conventional, and it 
is a ■ timely indication of what a fine 
thing the" conventional novel can be 
when handled by an author who ap- 
plies unusual ability not only of crea- 
tive imagination, but of mastery of the 
language itself. 

Last year the library devoted in a 
similar manner special attention in this 
column to another novel, "Precious 
Bane" and, apparently as a result, many 
Narberth people read that book. To 
all of them it is only necessary to state 
that "Rough Justice" is another book 
which they will surely enjoy and which 
they really can not afford to miss.
